His’ Lordship, we are told, was so 
deeply a journalist that a bad papdr 
affected him, as «discord might 3 
musician: In deciding business matters 
he had some gift of half-womanish intui- 
tion, intenacly valuable in business affairs, 
as’ well as ‘in producing wu newspaper. 
Evidence of this is afforded by the story 
of n visit to the great piper mills estab-. 
lished in Newfound!and. Things were 
not going too well and no one could de- 
tect anything wrong, except that com- 
parative failure lay with the human ele- 
‘ment. Lord Northcliffe went out accom- 
panied, not by experts jn pulp and papet, 
but: by his wife and some: friends, and 
within » week he had put his finger on 
the weak spot and. named the remedy.
